NEW type of electric equipment 

on two large cantilever gantry 
cranes fulfills the need of a dam 
builder for equipment which enables 
him to pour concrete safely at a 
faster rate than ever before. 

These cranes are furnished with 
3-phase a-c power supply. They have 
a 300-foot “‘wingspread,"’ operate 
along the top of a trestle 250 feet 
high, and can handle 4-yard buckets 
of concrete as readily as you can 
handle a pail 

The secret of their speed and ac- 
curacy lies in their unique hoisting 
equipment, which in effect weighs 
each load. The “‘brains’’ of this 
weighing operation is a development 


called the cross-flux exciter—about 
the size of a bushel basket. This 
device measures the load on the 
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speed. 


crane continuously and automati- 
cally, and controls the hoisting and 
lowering speeds accordingly, oper- 
ating on the a-c power supplv. The 
lighter the load, the higher the speed; 
the heavier the load, the lower the 
speed —both hoisting and lowering. 
This feat has heretofore been con- 
sidered impossible except by the use 
of a complicated battery of sensitive 
load-responsive relays. 

When the crane picks up a bucket- 
ful of concrete, the operator does not 
need to worry about safe operating 
speeds. The crane assumes that re- 
sponsibility. After the load of con- 
crete has been lowered into position 
and dumped, the operator returns the 
empty bucket to the starting point 
at speeds up to twice as high as those 
used in handling the full bucket. 
The cross-flux exciter ‘‘feels’’ the 
change of load, and controls the 
nae anoneliaeibr.

Blast Furnace No. | at Provo nears completion 


Rapidly nearing completion is Blast Furnace 
No. 1, one of the $180,000,000 rehabilitated 
steel plants being reconstructed in Utah for the 
government by Columbia Stee! Company, U. S. 
Stee/ Corporation subsidiary. The furnace is 
one of three units, each with a capacity of 
1,200 tons daily. This large integrated steel 
plant will have an annual capacity of 1,200,000 
tons of ingots, 700,000 tons of plates and 250.- 
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000 tons of structural steel when completed. 

In ENR, Dec. 3, 1942, p. 766, there was a 
description of how two blast furnaces and all 
their appurtenant equipment, idle for ten years, 
were being dismantled in Illinois for shipment 
to other points fo be rebuilt and put into serv- 
ice.

proposed in bill now before Congress 


Representative Patman's measure would also make it mandatory for 
the construction industry and others to employ disabled veterans 
after the war, and asks that they be trained at government expense. 


Wright Patman of Texas, chairman of 
the House Committee on Small Business, 
introduced a bill in Congress Tuesday 
which would freeze all sales of surplus 
war property, make it mandatory for 
private industry to employ disabled vete- 
rans after the war, provide for the ap- 
pointment of a custodian of surplus war 
property, and permit war veterans to 
be trained in engineering and other 
fields at government expense. 

The bill, known as the Demobilization 
and Surplus War Property Bil!, is H.R. 
3200. It is said that President Roosevelt 
favors the proposed legislation, and that 
the provision concerning mandatory hir- 
ing of disabled men was included at 
his bidding. The proportion would be 
one disabled man for each one hundred 
hired. 

Since war surpluses could be disposed 
of only by the Surplus War Property 
custodian appointed by the President, the 
legislation, if enacted, would have the 
effect of freezing all war materials and 
equipment as they became surplus, 
whether at the end of the war or at an 
earlier date. 


Control of surplus material 


Concerning the custodian’s duties the 
bill says: 

“Whenever the President or the head 
of any agency determines that any prop- 
erty of the United States used or held 
in connection with the prosecution of 
the war is surplus to the needs of such 
agency in carrying out its functions and 
duties, such property shall thereupon be 
transferred to the custodian. Upon such 
transfer the board of directors of the 
Smaller War Plants Corp. is directed to 
make a survey of’the uses to which such 
property may be put by small business 
enterprises in the various communities 
in the several states, and shall formulate 
recommendations to the custodian with 
respect to such uses, and the time, man- 
ner, and place of disposition of such 
property. Such recommendations shall 
be made with a view to facilitating and 
encouraging the establishment in the 
various communities in the several states, 
by members of the armed forces of the 
United States upon their discharge or 


release from’ active duty, as well as by 
others, of small business enterprises, and 
with a view to strengthening existing 
small business enterprises.” 

Pending the Smaller War Plants 
Corp.’s recommendations, the custodian 
is “to use, manage, and operate such 
property, and upon receiving such recom- 
mendations to lease, sell, or otherwise 
dispose of such property in accordance 
with such recommendations. He is 
authorized, in selling any such property, 
to extend credit to the purchaser. The 
rate of interest in connection with any 
credit so extended shall not exceed 3% 
per centum per annum.” 

Mr. Patman points out that “the fed- 
eral government has now in its posses- 
sion a vast store of materials,—tools and 
plant facilities—which are causing visi- 
ble alarm in certain circles. It is feared 
that this vast government stockpile will 
be utilized to damage existing firms 
through post-war competition. Rather 
than write off the investment involved 
in this property or let the property go 
into the hands of firms which are now 
strong and powerful in their own right, 
I propose that we create a custodianship 
to hold this property.” 

Representative Patman proposes that 
his Small Business Committee shall make 
an investigation of present surplus sup- 
plies, including machine tools and con- 
struction equipment. 


Dumping prohibited 


Price setting would be left to the cus- 
todian, who would be expected to release 
property a little at a time, comparatively 
speaking, so as not to flood the market. 
Property would be disposed of locally. 
thus giving the purchaser the advantage 
of short-haul freight rates. In order to 
prevent purchasers from buying for the 
purpose of reselling, the sales contract 
would provide for sale to users only, and 
would prohibit sale within a given time. 

In regard to vocational training, the 
present law limits it to veterans with 
service disabilities. The Patman bill ex- 
tends it to any veteran of the present 
war, and provides for a four-year course 
to be completed within six years after 
the close of the war.

Some war plant conver- 
sion already being planned 


Conversion of at least some part of 
newly created war plant facilities to 
peacetime production is definitely being 
planned by a substantial percentage of 
the manufacturing establishments of the 
country, according to the division of in- 
dustrial economics of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, which has 
just completed an inquiry into the sub- 
ject of postwar plant reconversion. 

Of a representative list of manufac- 
turers consulted, 63 percent had reached 
fairly definite conclusions concerning the 
disposition of their facilities. Two of 
every three expected to make use of the 
new facilities after the war. 

Many expect to use both their old and 
new facilities, though probably at a re- 
duced rate. Others are planning to scrap 
at least a part of their old plant, and 


use the more modern buildings and, 


equipment. A few companies will self 
their war production facilities or return 
those leased from the government. 
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Companies planning to make use of 
the new facilities include a number of 
firms in the heavy machinery, metal 
products, automotive, food and construc- 
tion materials industries. Several con- 
cerns which are operating plants owned 
by the government hope to make suitable 
arrangements to purchase some or all of 
these facilities, although a number report 
that they expect to make no effort to 
acquire government-owned equipment. 

Physical plant capacity has been ex 
panded for war production by two of 
every three companies covered by the 
board’s survey. Estimates of expansion 
in production facilities range from a low 
of 5 percent to a high of 600 percent. 
with the largest number of firms report 
ing an increase of about 10 percent. 


U. S. civilian engineers 
cut a fifth in Southwest 


Simplification and standardization of 
work procedures have made possible a 20 
percent reduction in the civilian personne] 
of the United States Engineer Depart- 
ment in Southern California, Arizona and 
southern Nevada, it was announced on 
Sept. 3, by Colonel Rufus W. Putnam, 
District Engineer of the United States En- 
gineer Office, Los Angeles. 

Since Pearl Harbor, the U. S. Engineer 
Office has performed over 300 million dol 
lars worth of war construction in that 
section to meet the demands of the armed 
services for military establishments and 
facilities. By the inauguration of stream- 
lined methods and the elimination of red 
tape, maximum efficiency and the fullest 
use of available manpower is being 
achieved. 

Decentralization of contractural author- 
ity from Washington has permitted the 
Los Angeles District Office to negotiate 
contracts with local construction and sup- 
ply firms. Delegation of authority to the 
District Engineer to employ and effect 
changes in the status of civilian personnel 
has made possible a substantial reduction 
in correspondence and records. 

Assembly line methods of construction 
have brought to completion many large 
jobs well ahead of schedule. Other effi- 
ciency methods include improvements in 
purchasing, conservation of materials. 
simplification of office and clerical proce- 
dures, and the closing of smaller offices 
with the termination of construction jobs. 

Lieut. General Brehon B. Somervell. 
Chief of the Army Service Forces. re- 
cently announced in Washington that 
about 100.000 employees will be dropped 
from the various agencies under his con- 
trol.

Delegation of authority to the 
District Engineer to employ and effect 
changes in the status of civilian personnel 
has made possible a substantial reduction 
in correspondence and records. 

Assembly line methods of construction 
have brought to completion many large 
jobs well ahead of schedule. Other effi- 
ciency methods include improvements in 
purchasing, conservation of materials. 
simplification of office and clerical proce- 
dures, and the closing of smaller offices 
with the termination of construction jobs. 

Lieut. ‘General Brehon B. Somervell. 
Chief of the Army Service Forces, re- 
cently announced in Washington that 
about 100,000 employees will be dropped 
from the various agencies under his con- 
trol. These Service Forces include the 
Corps of Engineers and, among others.

General Lee is a devout churchman, 
of Episcopal faith. He practices Chris- 
tianity in his daily life, and he sets an 
example of church attendance that his 
officers and men admire and often seek 
to emulate. What must have been one 
of his proudest moments occurred re- 
cently when he attended the double 
confirmation of his aide and of his negro 
chauffeur, Henry, at Gloucester Cathe- 
dral. 

As chief of SOS, General Lee has 
under his command the Quartermaster. 
Medical, Transportation, Ordnance and 
Engineer functions of the Army in the 
European Theatre of Operations. His is 
the responsibility of equipping the inva- 
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sion army, of training large chunks of it, 
and of transporting it to the front. He 
discharged this responsibility brilliantly 
in the North African campaign, and is 
now working night and day preparing 
for the major invasion of the Continent 
of Europe. No Engineer officer ever had 
a tougher job. 

The efficient organization that General 
Lee has built in Great Britain is kept 
efficient by his constant urging. His 
inspections create consternation and ad- 
miration in that order. He is on the 
go all the time. A special train’ is at 
his disposal, and he uses it for long 
trips, but his favorite means of trans- 
port is an army jeep, which he drives 
himself at that his staff 
officers hate to have to follow him. 

At one Engineer construction job that 
he inspected recently, the General asked 
to be shown a slump test of the concrete 
going into the runways. Slump tests 
are supposed to be taken every hour, 
but the slump cone was nowhere to be 
found. A bomb could have caused no 
more confusion, but the inspection was 
successful—hourly slump tests were 
made a rite on that job from that time 
forward. On another occasion the swag- 
ger stick that General Lee was carry- 
ing suddenly turned out to be a pres- 
sure gage, and truck drivers whose tires 
were under-inflated will never forget it. 
These attentions to details and insistence 
upon perfection have a tremendous effect 
upon the troops. “The general knows 
his stuff’, they say with pride. 

General Lee has known his stuff for 
a long time. Appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the Corps of Engineers after 
graduation from West Point in 1909, 
this 56 year old officer, who was born in 
Junction City, Kansas, is both an engi- 
neer and a soldier. In the years before 
the last war he was on river and harbor 
work at Detroit, Rock Island, Wheeling, 
Pittsburgh, and in the Canal Zone. In 
1914 he made a military survey of Guam, 
and then proceeded to the Philippines 
where, as a senior topographical inspect- 
or in charge of field operations, he pre-

The “Alcan” Highway 


“By the end of October the last gap 
was closed on the 1,480-mile pioneer road 
to Alaska, which had engaged approx- 
imately 10,000 Engineer troops in its 
construction. 

“Improvements currently under way 
provide for a_ twenty-six-foot roadbed 
width, with surfacing placed to a width 
of from twenty to twenty-two feet. Local 
materials, including gravel and crushed 
stone, will be utilized in this surfacing. 
It is estimated that the cost of construct- 
ing the pioneer road, together with im- 
proving it to present proposed standard, 
will be $115,000,000, which figure in- 
cludes the replacement of a considerable 
number of temporary structures de- 
stroyed during the last spring’s thaw.”

lowa—The annual report of the Iowa 
state highway commission states that 
construction on Iowa’s primary road sys- 
tem was cut about in half during the 
fiscal year ended June 30. 

The drop was from $7,353,599 to 
$3,654,242. The report showed only 32.35 
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miles were paved, 28.46 miles graveled 
and 24.73 miles graded. as compared 
with 90.8, 171.1, and 133.9 miles, re- 
spectively, in the 1942 fiscal year. 

Most of the 1943 work was on access 
roads to arms plants, airports and other 
federal establishments. The federal gov- 
ernment contributed 83.75 percent of the 
amount spent. 

Primary road fund revenues were 
$18,345.858, a decline of about three mil- 
lion dollars from the previous year. 


Arkansas—Governor Adkins has re. 
vealed that a state highway program has 
been planned that will call for an in- 
vestment of $60,000,000 and include com- 
pletion of hard surfacing of five high- 
ways in the industrial region of South 
Arkansas. 

The governor said that part of the pro- 
gram already had been approved by fed- 
eral agencies, and that federal participa- 
tion on a 75-25 percent basis virtually is 
assured. 

“All of our highway department re- 
sources for a time had to go into build- 
ing access roads to our war production 
facilities,” said the governor. “This work 
is practically finished. We are now com- 
piling an extensive highway program to 
be begun just as soon as war-hampered 
federal agencies give us the go ahead. 

“Already we have submitted to the 
Federal Public Roads Administration 
advanced engineering projects totalling 
$14,900,000. This partial program has 
been approved. The Highway Commis- 
sion has adopted for submission to PRA 
another program totalling $21,800,000. 
Its approval is assured. In addition, we 
are laying out another $25,000,000 in 
planned projects.” , 


California—The State Division of High- 
ways spent $82,093,000 during the 1941- 
1943 biennial period which ended June 
30, according to an announcement made 
by State Director of Public Works 
Charles H. Purcell. 

Only $63,213,000. however, was ex- 
pended on strictly state highway work, 
the rest being federal money for access 
road projects. both on and off the state 
highway system, and construction of 
flight strips for the U. S. Army. This 
compares with $72,714.300 expended on 
State highways in the previous biennium. 

The director said that preparation of 
plans for proposed highways to be con- 
structed in the post-war period is rapidly 
becoming a major part of the work of 
the division of highways.

Waterloo bypass bridge is being dismantled 


A London bridge is coming down. And a 
good thing it is, too, in the opinion of 
Londoners who have had to look at its ugly 
outline for well over five years during which 
it served as a bypass for traffic while a new 
Waterloo crossing of the River Thames was 
being built to replace John Rennie’s famous 
stone arches. Removal of the steel trusses of 
the bypass bridge will also permit the grace- 
ful silhouette of the new concrete bridge 
alongside to be seen as its designers intended 
it should be. The new bridge is of unusual 
type and boldness, consisting of five 240-tt. 
hollow girder spans arranged in a series of 
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anchors, cantilevers and suspended sections. 
The girders have a curved bottom flange, so 
that their 25-ft. depth at the piers is reduced 
to only 7/2 tt. at the center of the spans. It 
was only by the use of welded splices that 
the large amount of reinforcing steel necessary 
to effect this shallow construction could be 
crowded in. 

The new bridge was designed by Rendel, 
Paloner and Tritton, appointed by the London 
County Council in association with the Coun- 
cil's chief engineer, Sir Pierson Frank. Sir Giles 
Gilbert Scott was the architect and Peter Lind 
& Co., Ltd., the contractor. 
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Cincinnati Expressway Soon to be Coniplei, 


One of the outstanding highway con- 
struction projects of the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Highways is a *hrough-traffic 
access road from Cincinnat: to a big war 
plant at Lockland, Ohio. The project, 
which has come to be known as the Lock- 
land Freeway, is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion. 

This highway is unique in that it is be- 
ing constructed on the bed of the old 
Miami and Erie Canal. The waterway 
was built more than a century ago and 
served its purpose for a long period of 
years before being abandoned in favor 
of more modern methods of transporta- 
tion. 

The new freeway is 2.2 miles in length. 
It extends from Shepherd Lane in Lock- 
land to Hartwell Ave. in Cincinnati, and 
comprises two 24-ft. lanes of concrete 
pavement separated by a 4-ft. paved 
median strip. 

Work on the project was started June 
3, 1942, and by Sept. | of this year it was 
about 85 percent completed, the section 
from the war plant to Coaper Ave. being 
open to traffic. 

In the earlier stages of the work some 
difficult problems were encountered in 
that it was necessary to remove three 
locks of the old canal. These locks had 
been constructed of stone masonry on 
heww timber grillages. Removal of these 
locks: by blasting was not permitted, due 
to the nearness of adjacent buildings. 
Thus, it was necessary to break up the 
old foundations either by drilling holes 


and using plugs and feathers or by use of 
a 2,700-lb. “skull cracker.” 

Adequate width for the highway 
within the old canal right-of-way was ob- 
tained by substituting retaining walls for

Both county road commissions 
have satisfied the department that they 
are able to meet the rigid terms of the 
contracts. 

The maintenance agreement can be 
cancelled on 30 days notice by the de- 
partment if at any time it feels that the 
work is not being carried out 
factorily. 

This makes a total of 37 Michigan 
counties under contract to the state high- 
way department for the maintenance of 
state and federal trunklines within their 
borders.

The recent completion of the new filter 
unit at the McNeil St. pumping station 
of the Shreveport, La., waterworks means 
that 3,000,000 mgd. will be added to the 
city’s water supply, Utilities Commis- 
sioner James.S. Reily says. Funds for the 
project were provided by a federal grant 
of $150,000 and an additional $30,000 
from the city. 


Plans for the completion of a highway 
loop around Dallas, Tex., have been al- 
most completed. They await only the 
signing of a contract between the state 
and Dallas County officials. The state, 
according to State Highway Engineer D. 
C. Greer, will complete the loop and 
maintain it. 

The county’s part in the transaction 
will be to pay any outstanding bonded 
indebtedness and provide the right-of- 
way. The portion of the loop the state 
will complete will cover about 19 miles 
and cost $1,000.000 or more. 


Twenty well-known industrial leaders 
have been appointed to the Advisory 
Board of the Producers’ Council, the 
national organization of manufacturers 
of building materials and equipment, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Douglas 
Whitlock, the council’s president. Chair- 
man of the group is Stuart M. Crocker, 
vice president of the General Electric 
Co., New York, and an additional mem- 
ber is Raymond J. Ashton, president of 
the American Institute of Architects. As 
the principal advisory group guiding the 
activities of the Council, the board will 
play a prominent part in planning for 
postwar construction to which that organ- 
ization and other factors in the construc- 
tion industry are devoting major atten- 
tion.

Engineering News from the Battlefronts 


North Africa—Lt. Edwin M. Lutz whose 
home is in Newark, N. J., was awarded 
the Croix de Guerre by the Corps Franc 
D’ Afrique recently. His citation read: 

“A commanding officer of the Amer- 
ican Engineers, in every way remarkable. 
Put at the disposition of the Corps 
Franc D’Afrique for the battle which led 
to the taking of Bizerte, proved himself 
to be of a tranquil courage and great 
intelligence in all combat situations. 

“Demonstrated unceasing activity and 
succeeded in assuring, through extraor- 
dinarily difficult terrain, the passage of 
troops through minefields where there 
were no roads. and evacuated wounded in 
the same way.” 


New Georgia—When the Marines landed 
on New Georgia Island to drive out the 
Japanese, they were met by a Seabee 
officer and the greeting. “the Seabees 
are always happy to welcome the 
Marines.” To which Lt. Col. Michael 
Currin, Marine Commander could only 
reply, “Well, I'll be damned.” 

The welcomer was Lt. Bob Ryan of 
Ventura, Cal., Naval Construction Bat- 
talion engineering officer and Ventura 
County engineer before the war. Lean, 
gray-haired Ryan, who looks like an 
amiable professor even in high rubber 
boots and khaki shorts had been one of a 
party that had scouted the Japanese-con- 
trolled jungle of southern New Georgia 
and surveyed the airfield site in anticipa- 
tion of the coming of the Marines. 

And with the Marines came more 
Seabees equipped with bulldozers, power 
shovels and trucks. The construction 
battalion workers, mostly recruited from 
Texas and Oklahoma contractor outfits, 
started tearing up the jungle just as 
soon as they hit the beach. Nine days 
from the time the first tree was uprooted, 
a fighter plane made an emergency crash 
landing on the coral runway strip laid 
down under direction of Lt. Comdr. John 
Lyles of Wagoner, Okla. Meanwhile, 
the Marine raiders had pushed on to 
Viru Harbor, sweeping enemy outpost 
forces before them. 


Alaska—When the work of completing a 
big fill on an army project near Valdez 
seemed to be slowing down because of 
the shortage of dump trucks, the soldiers 
solved their problem with typical Yankee 
ingenuity. 

Powerful 10-wheel trucks were loaded 
with gravel and driven to the fill, where 
a perambulating hoist converted each 
big vehicle into a dump truck by the 
simple trick of lifting the front end 
high into the air. The hoist even gave 
the truck a shaking, if necessary, to 
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empty the bed. The fill was completed 
in record time with only one accident— 
the hoist chain broke once, dropping a 
truck to the ground and cracking an 
axle. 
Attu—-Army Engineer roadbuilders criss- 
crossed Attu with tractor trails that in 
less than three weeks marked the island 
as definitely American. Under fire they 
built more roads than the Japanese had 
previously built in the eleven months 
they occupied Attu. 

Tractor-drawn trailers provided the 
means for getting supplies from the 
beachheads to the troops inching up the 
mountain sides. Equipped with such ma- 
chines, Engineer troops found difficult 
routes possible to them. Near Massacre 
Bay they used a gravel streambed as a 
principal supply route. Elsewhere they 
used their ubiquitous bulldozer to cut 
away the soft soil down to a fairly firm 
road bed. 

With the trails twisting around the 
many small ridges, the tractor drivers 
had to violate one military rule. Instead 
of keeping low they were often forced 
to stand up to see over the earth bank 
obscuring the traffic ahead. One cat- 
skinner delivering ammunition was 
cussing out Yank artillerymen for the 
shell fragments dropping around his ma- 
chine when he found that the shells 
were Japanese. not American. He had 
run his tractor right into the front lines. 
The next improvement Engineers sug- 
gested for their tractor bulldozers is a 
machine gun mount; they already do 
everything but shoot. 


Florida—The advance patrols found the 
going heavy. The ground was covered 
with palmettos, scrub brush and trees. 
But supplies had to be brought in by 
air, and the order was to build an air- 
field. 

The ‘41st Engineer Aviation battalion 
moved up. Carrying Garand riflles and 
full packs, they began to clear the 
ground. “Enemy” aircraft located them 
and made life miserable with strafing 
and bombing attacks. 

The engineers carried on, in shifts 
around the clock, a good part of the time 
at the double. And in just 35%-hr., a 
4000-ft. perforated metal runway lay on 
level ground, ready for bomber, fighter 
or transport. 

It wasn’t real warfare, of course—only 
simulated battle conditions over flat Flor- 
ida brush country. But it was good 
enough for training the 841st to build 
real fields in real battle zones anywhere 
in the world.
